At this season of the year, when the 
postal service in all places of large 
population is making preparations for 
dealing with the enormous increase of 
mail matter which will shortly begin

cheated by the transmission of parcels 
on which stamps of insufficient tvaluc 
have been placed.

Hut the warning given is applicable 
to every citizen who shall have occa­ 
sion in the next fortnight to 
send 
oft packages 
containing 
Christmas 
gifts. 
At best, when due care is shown 
in ascertaining that the right amount 
in stamps is affixed, the extra labor 
of postal clerk* will be exhausting in 
many cities and some delays will oc­ 
cur through the sheer inability in all 
cares to handle promptly 
the 
ava­ 
lanche of mail which is sure to over­ 
whelm the offices. 
Rut the task of men who handle 
this can be perceptibly lightened and 
the process of reasonably quick de­ 
livery materially aided if those who 
despatch their tokens of good 
will 
through the mails shall take care in 
every instance to see that the stamps 
prescribed are put in the right places. 
Guesswork in this respect 
is not 
only unfair to a hard working army 
of public servitors. 
It is a frequent 
source of disappointment to prospec­ 
tive-recipients and of 
delays 
which 
are humiliating to the senders them­ 
selves.
